Old Civic Center For Parking
He proposer! using the site of 

the old fire station and city hall 
for parking purposes, as well .as 
the adjoining gas station which 
is in the assessment district.

This, he said, would give 
downtown Torrance a whole 
block of parking. The civic- 
center would not be good for 
anything else, he said further, 
inasmuch as there is not er^pugh 
parking area there for a busi 
ness.

"I wish to point out that even­ 
tually the city will build a new 
civic auditorium in the , new 
civic center and the present day 
auditorium property would in­ 
crease greatly in value if the 
city hall property was a parking 
lot," he added.

The Auto Club survey also

erpphaslzed the importance of
ample, convenient parking.

"During our inspection sur­ 
vey it. was noted that by paving, 
marking and improving store 
access t'hrough attractive rear 
entrances that the merchants 
could provide numerous addi­ 
tional, lucrative customer off- 
street parking facilities," the 
report read.

It also recommended that 
traffic not concerned with 
shopping in the downtown area 
be rerouted around the central 
business district.

Parallel curb parking was 
preferred to angle parking 
which was said to he more dan 
gerous and to take up an arldi 
lional lane of moving traffic.

Lack of sufficient signs on 
major thoroughfares and alleys 
was noted.

The survey outlined fiv* 
characteristic* which are essen 
tlal to fhe economic health of a 
business community: 1) acces­ 
sibility, 2) traffic circulation, 3) 
transportation (private and 
public) and parking facilities, 
4) appearance, and 5) merchan­ 
dizing.

"The lamt phame, merchan­ 
dizing, I* the responsibility of 
the merchant* and the pro 
regional men of the commu­ 
nity," th* report Maid. "Qual­ 
ity and variety nf merchan­ 
dise, iservlco, advertising, and 
the like, will determine die 
Mur/crftK or failure of a busi­ 
ness district even though the 
four preceding etements of 
physical design are present."
Isen pointed out flint Tor­ 

rance which is larger in popu­ 
lation than Santa Monica stacks 
up poorly in comparison re­ 
garding sales tax receipts: San­ 
ta Monica gets $103,000 while 
Torrance only receives $37.000.
